Claim 17. (Previously Presented) A method for the production of a 
pharmacological agent, comprising bringing together a compound of claim 1 and a 
pharmacologically acceptable carrier. 

Claim 18. (Previously Presented) A method for female birth control, 
comprising administering to a female a compound according to claim 1 . 

Claim 19. (Previously Presented) A method according to claim 18, wherein 
the compound is administered in combination with at least one low-dose natural or synthetic

Claim 20. (Previously Presented) A method according to claim 19, 
comprising using an estrogen as its 3-sulfamate.
